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MAYOR KIEL’S BAD BUSINESS. 


One phase of Mayor Kiel’s secret deal with the 
| United Railways, by which he validated all the com- 
pany’s franchises unti] 1939, has received little public 
attention. That is the loss of franchise taxes on exX- 
piring franchises during the years the lines will be 
operated under the Mayor's agreement, for which he 
required no compensation for the city. 

The Post-Dispatch has shown that the United Rail- 
ways Co. got all it wanted in the deal and the city 
got nothing. The city might have had a judgment 
| for $2,500,000 of accumulated mill tax, a first lien on 
the property. The city might have collected its money 
under the receivership or in any event might have 
“used its advantage to force better service. But Mayor 


| | Kiel took a promise to pay the sum in 10 installments. 


‘from the bankrupt corporation, which had no credit. 
‘The city’s interest was sacrificed to the company’s 
interest. 

The immediate effect of the deal was to validate the 
franchise of the Jefferson avenue line, which expired 
in 1912, and which carried an obligation to pay the 
city 31-2 per cent of its gross receipts. No provision 
was required by the Mayor for the continuation of 
this franchise tax or for any compensation for the 
continued use of the lines for the time it was agreed 
the franchise should run. From 1912 to 1939 is 27 
years. Estimating the gross receipts at the conserva- 
tive rate of $2000 per day—they will probably much 


exceed this sum—the city’s loss and the company’s #*® 4 


gain will be $689,850, or about $25,550 a year. Eight 
times this sum for the years between 1912 and 1921 
would help meet the deficit which faces the admin- 
istration. 

Altogether the companies forming the United Rail- 
ways system paid to the city in taxes on their fran- 
chises for the year ending in April, 1920, $288,309.43. 
These franchises expire on various dates between now 
and 1939. The franchise taxes vary either in fixed 
sums from $1500 to $15,000 or in percentages on gross 
receipts ranging from 3 to 51-2 per cent. 

For instance, the St. Louis and Meramec River 
Railway Co. paid last year, at 3 per cent of its gross 
receipts, $13,223.36. Its franchise expires in 1925. 
Estimating its gross receipts at $1500 daily for the 


| 14 years in which the company will operate the lines 


without the tax obligation of 31-2 per cent, the city 
will lose $268,275. 

A conservative estimate of the amount which the 
city will lose through the lapsing of the tax obliga- 
tions of franchises which Mayor Kiel extended to 
1939, without any tax settlements or compensation, 
reaches the sum of $2,743,410. If estimated on the 
basis of the natura! increase of receipts upon a per- 
centage is paid the city by the company, the sum of 
the city’s losses will far exceed this amount. 

Whether the United Railways Co. will ever make 
good its promise to pay the accumulated mill tax is 
a matter of doubt. The promise is in the ruck of 
receivership claims. 

When the company got its franchise validated, 
without any settlement of franchise taxes and had 
given a promise to pay its back mill taxes, which 
the courts had decided it must pay, it went into the 
hands of a receiver. 

When Mayor Kiel, by his agreement, validated the 
company's franchises until 1939, without extensions 
of franchise taxes, and obtained a promise to pay 
$2,500,000 of back taxes in installments, instead of 
taking a court judgment, the company had gained 
everything and the city had gained nothing. Not 
only did the city gain nothing, but it lost heavily by 
the Kiel bargain. 

This transaction is unique in city business—unique 
in its betrayal of a great city to a public utility cor- 
poration. 

The money losses might have been borne more pa- 
tiently by the people if there had been any gain or 
advantage in service, but there was none. It result- 
ed in fastening the water-logged transportation mo- 
nopoly upon the city until 1959 without a single 
compensating return. 

The deal explains why the people of St. Louis have 
to put up with a street railway service which is 
wholly inadequate to our need; why rapid transit is 
blocked and why the growth of St. Louis is choked.

The Kiel adininistration has collected $1,800,000 of the long-disputed mill tax from the 
United Railways. The current mill tax of about $280,000 a year is being paid as it be- 
comes due. A total of $2,613,611.70 in mill tax has been paid into the city treasury up to 
February 7, 1921, the last payment date. 


The Kiel administration has eliminated 10 dangerous grade crossings. .Viaducts have 
heen built over tracks at Tower Grove avenue, Chouteau avenue, Union avenue, Twelfth 
street, Broadway, Southwest avenue, Jefferson avenue, Arsenal street, Columbia avenue, 
and at Carondelet Park. A viaduct across the Terminal Belt at Goodfellow avenue is be- 
ing constructed. Plans for the elimination of a group of dangerous surface crossings on 
the Northern boundary of Forest Park, and to abolish the Wabash railroad crossing at 
Delmar avenue, are pending before the Missouri Publie Service Commission. 


Mayor K:el has shown sound judgment in deferring construction of a Municipal Street 
Car Loop costing $250,000 or more for interurban cars using the free bridge—to lie idle 
and unused indefinitely. [Existing interurban lines have announced various reasons why 
they will not use the free bridge. No independent lines have been built. The city will 
have ample time to build a Municipal Loop by the time a road is ready to use it. 


The financial affairs of St. Louis during the Kiel administration have been conducted 
economically and along business lines. The financial credit of St. Louis is of the highest 
elass. The bonds of the city are quoted at a higher figure than almost any other American 
citv. The United States census figures show that the cost of government, per capita, is 
less than that of any of the 17 largest cities in the country, with the possible exception of 
New Orleans and Milwaukee. 

On the question of economy—the official records show there are 1165 fewer employes 
on the citv pavrolls than at the end of the fiseal year in Apri, 1917. The Mayor has actual- 
ly reduced the number of city employes 1165 in that period. There is now a total of 
3071 city employes, including skilled and unskilled labor, while there were 9236 employes 
in April, 1917. ‘The cost of government has increased, due to war conditions, the same as 
vour household expenses have advanced. The price you pay for a newspaper now is 3 
cents. as against 1 cent formerly—an increase of 200 per cent. The advertising rates of the 


newspapers now is about 200 per cent greater than the cost of advertising space a few years |

/good in small, covered stone crocks. 
| Ratsins are an excellent substitute 
for candy. Almost every child likés 
them just as well; and where the su- 
gar and chocolate 6f bought candy 
would upset his digestion, make him 
constipated, pale and heavy-eyed, a 
handful of clean raisins would satis- 
fy his craving for sweets, and aid, 
rather than injure, his digestion. 

| Be sure the raisins are clean. Look 
‘them over and pick out imperfect 
ones. Wash them well in a strainer 
set in a bowl. If you wish to, seed 
‘them, though you can buy them 
seeded, or children may very well be 
‘left to do that for themselves; pour 
, boiling water over a few at a time, 
‘drain, and press out the seeds on 
olled paper on the bread board with 
the rolling pin. 

For children of delicate diges- 
tion, the raisins may be soaked and 
cooked very slowly ‘until plump and 
soft.
